Southbkn Pacific Railroad. — The oovention of 
stockholders, yesterday, was harmonious and sat- 
isfactory. President Fowlkes made a supplement- 
al report to the report made at the late New Or- 
leans Convention. The former will be found in 
another colnmn to day, and we published the lat- 
ter about ten days since. 

After both reports were read, various stock- 
holders made inquiries for information upon va- 
rious points; all of which were answered by the 
President and Gen’l Richardson, Attorney of the 
company, to the satisfaction of all. 

The resolutions adopted, approve of the late 
compromise, the new policy, the reduction of 
stock, the propriety of fixtng the 10th day of next 
June as the time when all stockholders must 
make the loan and pay up installments, and that 
from that day no loan or installments should be 
accepted by the company, and all who have re- 
fused up to that time should be cut off from the 
company. 

A resolution was also adopted, highly aDd justly 
complimentary to Dr. Fowlkes, for his energy, 
ability, and skill with which he had provided the 
compromise. Much valuable information was 
elicited by the inquiries of various stockholders, 
with reference to the prospects of the company. 

This convention will result iu great good here 
to the enterprise, and will send abroad a healthy 
sentiment to the other stockholders of the com- 
pany. 

psjT'Ha (Hon. J. S. Chriaman) announced him- 
self, plainly and unequivocally, in favor of non - 
intervention — that Congress has not the power to 
protect slavery in the Territories, and that if Con ■ 
grtsswas to pass a law to punish a man for steal- 
ing a negro, it would be unconstitutional— that he 
would vote against the passage of such a law. He 
repudiates the Courier in express terms, and says 
that it is not Democratic authority. — Lou. Journal. 

We find the above in the Louisville Journal of 
yesterday, concerning a speech made by the Hon. 
Jas. S. Chrisman at CampbellsTille, on Monday, 
the 12th inat. We do not believe that Mr. Chris- 
man is fairly represented in this paragraph. We 
hope that he is not. We were anxious to have 
him elected to Congress from the Fourth District, 
but if he holds any such seutimeuts as the above 
we should not like to be stockholders in an office 
that would take such risks as to insure his elec- 
tion. He cauuot be elected with such prin- 
ciples, and the sooner that he or some 
friend enables us, upon proper information, 
to set him right, the better. We will not 
believe that he occupies any such position with 
regard to the question of slavery in the Territories, 
or concerning ourselves, until we have better proof 
than the Louisville Journal. The positiou assigned 
Mr. Chrisman is at war with that of Mr. Ma- 
goffin and every sound Democratic statesman, 
editor, and private citizen in Kentucky. We be- 
lieve, the report of the Journal is a slander upon 
him, published with a view to having Anderson 
heat Chrisman five ‘hundred votes in the district. 

Poisoning at Mayfibld, Kentucky.— A man 
named Parkhill recently died in Mayfield, Ky. » 
under circumstances that induced the belief that 
he was poisoned, but no examination of the con- 
tents of the stomach was made ut the time. A 
few days since Mrs. Parkhill, during an illness 
that resulted in her death, disclosed circumstan- 
ces which led to the supposition that one Cemp- 
ton poisoned her husband. He was arrested and 
committed to answer. The woman, it is alleged, 
was too intimate with Compton, while he was in 
the employ of her husband, and who discharged 
him for his conduct. Compton continued his 
visits, however, to the family, and as mentioned, 
shortly afterwards Parkhill died suddenly. The 
body of the latter was exhumed, and the stomach 
is now being analyzed. The friends of the lady 
would not permit the same disposition of her 
body.

Southern Pacific Railroad Company— Meeting of 
Stockholders. 

Masonic Temple, Louisville, Ky, I 
May 17th, 1859. ) 

The call for a meeting of the stockholders in 
the Pacific Railroad Company was responded to 
by a large attendance of those interested in this 
national enterprise, at the Masonic Temple, in the 
city of Louisville. On May 17th, at 11 o’clock A. 
M. , the meeting was organized. 

On motion of Wm. Garvin, Jacob Swigart, Esq., 
was appointed Chairman, and Col. J. S. Wallace, 
Secretary. 

The Chairman explained the object of the 
meeting, when Dr. Fowlkes, the President of the 
company, made an elaborate explanation of the 
condition of the affairs of the company, and sub- 
mitted a printed report which was made to a 
previous meeting of the stockhoders, held in New 
Orleans, and also a supplementary report. (The 
New Orleans report was published some days 
since in this paper.) The supplementary report ia 
as follows; 

to the stockholders. 

We have presented to the public, through the 
proceedings of the late New Orleans Convention, 
an elaborate report, designed to give a complete 
history of the compromise, the new policy, the in- 
debtedness, property, and affairs generally of the 
company. We deem it not necessary here to do 
moie than refer to that report, and bring to 
your notice one or two additional matters. We 
expect every day to receive information from 
Texas that the State suit has been finally disposed 
of. When we shall get this information, at least 
half of the thirty days allowed to pay the first 
installment will have expired; and we shall not 
have more time left us than will be neeessary to 
travel to Tex'**., from Memphis, to make the pay- 
ment. It will he seen then how important it is 
that every stockholder should make his loan, and 
nay uupaid installments at once, so that we may 
know what amount of money we shall recieve 
from this source, aud what sum will have to be 

F irovided otherwise. I, therefore, suggest that a 
imit should be fixed, beyond which we should 
not accept of, or permit any stockholder to con- 
tribute to, this loan fund or pay up bis install- 
ments; and as fixing unalterably the purpose of 
those stockholders who have aod do coutribute to 
cut off those who neglect or refuse to make the 
loan. A positive, umistakable policy can only 
save stockholders aud the enterprise. 

The time has come for action, and we must fix 
a day, and sav to all, in my judgment, firmly, but 
kindly, if you wish to cast your lot with us, you 
must make the loan and pay installments unpaid 
by that day; if not, after tnat day we must cast you 
off, aud look to other sources for the balance of 
the means wanted to free the company from debt. 
We fear that some will be cut off; but if it be so, 
itU^n'raud not our fault. “They knew their duty 
and did it not;’’ they must suffer from such neg- 
lect and obstinacy. Our resource to supply the 
deficit, is a sale of the reduced, forfeited and sur- 
rendered stock belonging to the company, amount- 
ing to one million dollars. We offer this first to 
our stockholders; if they do not want to take it, 
there are other capitalists who can be induced, no 
doubt, to take it, with the influences and advant- 
ages it will give them. It is not only proper to 
pay the first installment, but the total indebtedness 
should be extinguished at once, without availing 
ourselves of the time given us by the terms of the 
compromise. A payment of the total indebted- 
ness would at once restore confidence and give 
credit, which could be made available to the enter- 
prise, both in and out of Texas. When we failed 
last January to consummate the settlement then on 
band, a large proportion of the funds which had 
been raised for that purpose, were withdrawn 
from my bands. The New Orleans mon- 
ey was withdrawn generally; the Ohio mon- 
ey was retained by the collecting agent ; 
so with the Missouri money. Only the Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Alabama and Virginia money, and par- 
tial small sums from other places, were left in my 
hands. That money has been used to protect tne 
company, and has thus far saved it from loss. I 
had also made large couditioual sales of the for- 
feited stock, and had received generally therefor 
the notes of the purchasers, at from three to 
twelve mouths time ; but some of these purchas- 
ers have withdrawn their notes, and others have 
notified me not to use them until farther directed, 
so that I cannot tell whether any of these con- 
ditional sales will now be carried out. It has 
been suggested, as the surest mode of raising the 
deficit, that a half dozen persons at each of sun- 
dry localities could be induced, if the privilege 
is given them, to take a sufficient quantity of the 
reduced, forfeited, and surrendered stock to make 
up the deficiency, after ascertaining the amount 
paid in a fixed period. This mnst be done if stock- 
holders will not raise the required amount. 
Hence there mnst be a time fixed when we shall 
cease to look to the loan and installments of our 
stockholders, and shall look to the sale of the 
stock, 01 adopt other means of raising it. 

We have agreed upon the general terms of a 
contract with experienced and able contractors to 
build, furnish materials, aud equip fifty miles of 
first-class road in twelve months from the final 
disposition of the Htate suit, at thirty thousand 
dollars per mile, to be paid fur in the State lose 
the sum of four hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars, the ballauce in the construction bonds, the 
lands at four d liars per acre, or the stock of the 
company at par. The company reserve the right 
to pay cash at the rate of twenty-four thousand 
dollars per mile for twelve months tfter the com- 
pletion of the contract. I am going to the City 
of New York now, to close up this contract. It 
will be seen that the company can pay for this 
work beyond a doubt. The loan is obtained from 
the State Treasury, the construction bonds or 
stock can be issued by the company, and the 
lands are donated by the State. 

The construction of tho fifty miles insures the 
loan and the lands to the company, and places the 
enterprise above all doubt and difficulty in the 
public mind. It may be well to quote the law by 
which recusant stoc£-holders can be cut off. The 
fifth section of the act of lath December, 1857, of 
Texas, provides that "The road bed, track, fran- 
chises, and chartered rights and privileges of any 
railroad company in thia State shall be subject to 
the payment of {he debts and legal liabilities of 
said company, aod may be sold in satisfaction of 
the same; but the said road bed, track, franchise, 
and chartered powers and privileges shall be 
deemed an entire thing, and shall be sold as such, 
and in case of the sale of the same, whether by 
virtue of an execution, order of sale, deed of 
trust, or any other power, the purchaser and as- 
sociates shall be eutitled to have, and exercise all 
the powers, privileges and franchises granted to 
said company by its charter, or by the general 
laws of the State, and the said purchaser shall 
be deemed aud taken to be the true owner of Baid 
charter and corporators under the same, and vested 
with all the powers, rights, privileges, and benefits 
thereof, in the same manner as i? they were the 
original corporators, and shall have power to 
construct and work the road upon the same terms 
and conditions as are imposed by their charter 
and general laws of the State.” 

I would suggest that the tenth day of next 
month is as long as we can possiblv wait with 
safety upon our stockholders to make the loan 
and pay installments due and unpaid; and that 
from aud after that day we should neither accept 
a loan or installment from those who have refused 
to make the payment to that date. Nor should 
we recognize their stock, but proceed to forfeit 
such stock, under the laws of Texas. Duty to our- 
selves, to all, and to the enterprise, requires us to 
take this course, aud we must walk where duty 
calls us. 

After a long conversation, Mr. Garvin offered 
the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That this convention approve the late com- 
promise and settlement, also, the new policy of the com- 
pany, and recommend to the stockholder* everywhere 
to contribute, ■* a loan to the oompaBy, fifty cent* per 
share, as recommended by the convention held In this 
city, on the 29th day of November last. 

Resolved, That all stockholder* who have not yet 
mad* the loan and paid the Installment! due should do so 
by the 10th day of next June, and all who reruse to do s* 
should be excluded from any provisions that may be 
made, for the protection of those who have already 
made the loan, or paid up the In*’. ailments, or will do 
*0 by the time above Indicated. 

Resolved, Tnat, In the opinion of the convention, It Is 
right and proper to lave the rights of ail stockholders 
who have and will contribute their means to free and 
aave the enterprise, by cutting off all who refute to con- 
tribute from any benefit resulting from tbe labor and 
meant of these who contribute. 

Resolved, That the President of thl< eompa 
ny, Dr. Jeplha Fowlkes, la entitlsd to the gratitude ef 
this company, for the ability, energy, forethought and 
courrge with which he kaa worked out so great a result 
as the late compromise and settlement. 

Which resolutions were severally adopted— the 
last one, giving thanks to the President, unani- 
mously, aud with great applause. On the vote 
being announced, Dr. Fowlkes arose, and in a neat 
speech made his acknowledgments for the com- 
pliment The President continued his remarks 
in reply to questions from different stockholders, 
and gave a large amount of information in regard 
to various details of the business of the company. 
On motion, 

Resolved, That the supplementary report of the Pres- 
ident read to this meeting, and the proceedings of the 
meeting, be published in the city papers. 

And then, on motion, the convention adjourned.

The details of the foreign news are important 
and interesting, and I send you a very full sum- 
mary. 

Parma had declared for Sardinia. The Grand 
Duchess fled. 

M. De Hubner was to leave Paris on the 2d. 

The Emperor of France was about to celebrate 
the anniversary of Napoleon’s death. May 5th, 
and he would leave on the 6th for Italy, which 
was the anniversary ef Napoleon’s departure for 
the battle field of Marengo. 

Appended is the Austrian manifesto. 

IMPERIAL MANiriETO. 

To Mr Peopli: I have ordered my faithful aud 
gallant army to put a stop to the inimical acts 
which, for a series of years, have been committed 
by the neighboring State of Sardinia, against the 
indisputable right of my crown, and against the 
integrity of the realm, placed by God under my 
care; which acts have lately attained the very 
highest point. By so doing, I have fulfilled the 
painful but unavoidable duty of a Sovereign. My 
conscience being at rest, I can look up to an Om- 
nicientGod, and patiently await his award with 
confidence. 

I leave my decision to the impartial judgment 
of contemporaneous and future generations. Of 
the approbation of my faithful subjects I am sure. 
More than ten years ago, the same enemy, violat- 
ing international law, and the usages of war, and 
without any offence being given, entered the 
Lombardo-Venetian territory with the intention 
of acquiring possession of it Although the ene- 
my was twice totally defeated by my gallant army, 
and at tha mercy of the victor, I behaved gener- 
ously and proposed a reconciliation. I did uot 
appropriate to myself one inch of his territory — 

I encroached on no right which belongs to the 
crown of Sardinia. 

As one of the members of the European family 
of nations I insisted on no guarantees against tbe 
recurrence of similar events. The band of peace 
which I in all sincerity extended, and which was 
taken, appeared to me to be a sufficient guaran- 
tee. The blood which my army shed for the honor 
and right of Austria, I sacrificed on the altar of 
peace. The rewai d for such unexampled forbear- 
ance was an immediate continuation of enmity, 
which increased from year to year, and perfidous 
agitation against the peace and welfare of my 
Lombordo-Venetian Kingdom. Well knowing 
what a precious boon peace was for my people 
and for Europe, I patiently bore with theae new 
hostilities. Mv patience was not exhausted when 
the more extensive measures, which I was forced 
to take in consequence of the revolutionary agi- 
tation ou the frontiers of my Italian provinces, 
and within tbe same, was made an excuse for a 
higher degree of hostilities. Willingly accepting 
the well meant mediation of friendly powers for 
the maintenance of peace, I consented to become 
a party to a Congress of the five great powers. 
The four points proposed by the Royal Govern- 
ment of Great Britain, as a basis forthe delibera 
tions of the Congress, were forwarded to mv Cab- 
inet, and I accepted them with the conditions 
which were calculated to bring about a true, sin- 
cere and durable peace, in the consciousness that 
no step on the part of my Government could, even 
in the most remote degree, lead to a disturbance 
of the peace. I demanded that- the power which 
was the cause of the complication, and had 
brought about the danger of war, should, as a 
preliminary measure, disarm. 

Being pressed thereto by friendly powers, 1 at 
length accepted the proposal forja genral disarm- 
ament. The mediation failed, in consequence of 
the unacceptableDess of the conditions en which 
Sardinia made her consent dependent. Only one 
means of obtaining peace remained. I addressed 
myself directly to tne Sardinian government, anJ 
summoned it to place the army on a peace footing, 
and to disband the free corps. 

As Sardinia did not accede to my demand, the 
moment for deciding the matter by an appeal to 
arms has arrived. I have ordered my army to 
enter Sardinia. I am aware of the vast impor- 
tance of the matter, and if ever my duties, as a 
monarch, weighed heavily on me, it is at this mo- 
ment. 

War is the scourge of mankind. I see with sor- 
row that the lives and property of thousands of 
my subjects are imperilled, and deeply feel what 
a severe trial war is fer my realm, which being 
occupied with its internal improvements, greatly 
requires the continuance of peace. But the heart 
of the Monarch must be silent at the command of 
honor and duty. 

On the frontier is au armed euemy, who, iu al- 
liauce with the revolutionary party, openly an- 
nounces his intention to obtain possession of the 
dependencies of Austria and Italy. To support 
him, the ruler of France, who, under a feeble pre- 
text, interferes in the legally established rela- 
tions of the Italian Peninsula, has sent his troops, 
mauy of which have already crossed the frontiers 
of Sardinia. 

The crown which 1 received without a spot or 
blemish from my forefathers, has already seen 
trying times. The glorious history of our coun- 
try gives evidence that Providence, when there is 
a foreshadowing that the greatest good of human- 
ity is in danger of being overthrown in Europe, 
has frequently used the sword of Austria, in or- 
der to dispel the shadow. We are again on the 
eve of such a period. The overthrow of the 
things that be, is not only aimed at by factions, 
but by thrones, i The original cannot be rendered 
literally, but its sense is that the present revolu- 
tionary movement is caused bv monarch*, as well 
as ny private individuals.] The sword which I 
have been forced to draw, is sanctified, as it is a 
defense for the honor and rights of al 1 people and 
States, aDd for all that is held most dear by hu- 
manity. 

To you, my people, whose devotion to the heredi- 
tary reigniDg family may serve as a model for all 
the nations of the earth, I now address myself. 
In the conflict which has commenced, you will 
stand by me with your oft proved fidelity and 
devotion. To favor some whom I have taken 
into the army, I, their commander, extend my 
greeting. With pride you may regard them, for 
the eagle of Austria, with their support, will 9oar 
high. Our struggle is a just one, and we begin it 
with courage and confidence. We hope, however, 
that we 9hall not stand alone in it. The soil on 
which we have to do battle, was made fruitful by 
the blood lost by our German brethren, when 
they won those bulwarks which they have main- 
tained up to the present day. There the crafty 
enemies of Germany have generally begun their 
game, when they have wished to break her inter- 
nal power. 

The feeling that such danger is now imminent, 
pervades all parts of Germany, from the hut to 
the throne, from one frontier to the other. I speak 
as a sovereign member of the Germanic Confeder- 
ation, when I call attention to the common danger, 
and recall to memory the glorious times in which 
Europe had to thank the general and fervent en 
thusiasm of Germany for its liberation. 

For God and Fatherland.

FRENCH MANIFESTO. 

The following Manifesto drawn up by Count 
Walewski under the Emperor’s dictation, has been 
dispatched to the different French Ambassadors 
at the various courts : 

Sis :— The communication which has been made 
by order of His Imperial Majesty, to the Senate 
and to the Legislative body, renders it needless for 
me to revert to incidents which have occupied the 
public opinion for some weeks past and have been 
the subject of my last dispatches. The gravity of 
the present state of affairs, has reached a culmin- 
ating point, and the denouement before us will 
unhappily not be that which honest and persever- 
ing efforts have endeavored to obtain. 

In such a serious conjunction it ia a great con- 
solation to the Emperor’s government to be able 
to submit without hesitation to the verdict of Eu- 
rope, the question as to the power on which the 
responsibility of events rests. That the state of 
things in Italy was abnormal; that the discontent 
and underhand agitation wh ich resulted there- 
from, constituted a danger for every one, which 
reason demanded to be stopped by a prudent pre- 
caution; that an inevitable crisis was at hand, was 
understood equally by England, Prussia and Rus- 
sia, as well as by France. 

The unanimity of apprehensions immediately 
created conformity of sentiments and measures. 
Lord Cowley’s mission to Vienna, the proposal of 
a Congress emanating from St Petersburg; the 
support given by Prussia to these attempts at an 
arrangement, tha eagerness of France to adhere 
to the combinations which followed each other up 
to the last moment; all these acts, in sword, ema- 
nated from the same inspiration — the sincere and 
lovely desire to consolidate peace by no longer 
ignoring a difficulty which so evidently threaten- 
ed to disturb it. In this phase of the affair, the 
Etnperor’a Government has had its share of ini- 
tiative action, but this share, I am particular in 
stating, has been mixed up with a collective la- 
bor. 

France simply offered her co-operation as a 

g reat European power, to settle amicably and 
onestly with the other powers, a question which 
—I do not deny it— aroused her sympathies, but 
in which she did not yet perceive particular du- 
ties to fulfil or urgent interests to defend. The 
day upon which the Vienna Cabinet had prom- 
ised by a solemn declaration not to commence 
hostilities, it seemed itself to anticipate the atti- 
tude which any aggressive act against Piedmont 
would cause the Government of the Emperor to 
assume. Such au assurance, by giving time to 
the mediation of the powers to exert itself, ap- 
prised the Pope of the proximate meeting of Yne 
Congress. 

In fact, England had jnst settled, with the as- 
sent of France, Prussia and Ruasia, the last con- 
ditions for the meeting of that assembly. W hen 
the plate which justice and reason assigned to 
the Italian States was granted to them, Sardinia, 
on her part, adhered to the principle of a 
taneous and previous disarmament of all tne 

S wert, which for some time past had increased 
sir military strength. To these tokens of peace, 



h with’n three days. A large military force is dis- 
played, at the same time, on the banks of the 
Ticino, and, to say the truth.it ia in tbe midst of 
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an advancing army that the Austrian Command- 



er-in-Chief awaits the reply of the Turin Cabi- 
net. You are aware of the imposition produced 
at London, Berlin, and St. Petersburg, by the 



untimely and fatal resolution of the Vienna 
Cabinet. 

The astonishment and disapproval of the three 
powers was displayed, as a protest which public 
opinion had echoed throughout all Europe. If 
England, Prussia, and Russia, by the step they 
hastened to take, have been able to relieve their 
moral responsibility and satisfy the exactions of 
their offended dignity, the Government of the Em- 
peror actuated, however, by an analogous consid- 
eration, had to mark its attitude more distinctly, 
and other obligations were imposed upon it. 

Nothing modifies thesolidacy which was estab- 
lished at the commencement between us and the 
mediating powers. The question remains at the 
bottom the 9ame, but we hare too much confidence 
in the intentionsof which those powers have given 
us such striking proofs to (ear for a moment that 
they should misunderstand tbe sense of tbe poli- 
cy, which the ancient traditions and the imperi- 
ous necessities of geographical positiou so natur 
ally indicate to us. 

France, since a half a century, baa never pre 
tended to exercise an interested influence in Italy, 
and it ia not she assuredly who cao be accused of 
having attempted to arouse the remembrance of 
ancient struggles and historic a rivalries. All that 
she has hitherto asked for — and treaties agree 
with her wishes— is that the States of the Penin- 
sula should live for themselves and manage their 
own affairs at home as well as in their foreign re 
lations. I am not aware that a different view is 
taken at London, Berlin, or St. Petersburg, than 
at Paris. However it may be, circumstances have 
placed Austria toward the various powers of Ita- 
lv, in a position unanimously judged as prepon 
aerating. Sardinia alone has hitherto escaped, 
an influence, which, by general consent, has 
changed in an important portion of Europe, the 
balance of power which it was attempted to es- 
tablish everywhere else. 

This fact was very grave, but whatever were 
our private sentiments, it might suffice for us, 
knowing the opinions of tbe other Cabinets, to 
point out to them the evil to correct So much 
reserve where Sardinia is concerned, would be to 
forget our most essential interests. It is not only 
the conformation of the ground, which, on this 
side, commandsof the frontiers of France, but the 
passes of the Alps are not in our hands, and it is 
most important for us that the key should be kept 
at Turin, and at Turin only. 

French considerations — but which are also Eu- 
ropean considerations, as long as respect of the 
rights aud of the legitimate interests of the pow- 
ers will continue to serve as a guide to their re- 
ciprocal relations — these considerations, I say, do 
not allow the Emperor’s Government to hesitate 
upon the line of policy it ougnt to follow when a 
State, so considered as Austria, uses threatening 
language towards Piedmont, and openly prepares 
to dictate laws to it. Thia obligation acquires ad- 
ditional force from the refusal of Austria to dis- 
cuss before acting. We do not wish, at any 
price, to find ourselves face to face with an ac- 
complished fact, and it is such a fact which the 
Government of the Emperor is resolved to prevent. 
It is not, therefore, an offensive attitude; it is a 
measure of defence which we are uow adopting. 
Ancient remembrances of the community of ori- 
gin, and a recent alliance of the Sovereign houses 
unite us to Sardinia; these are serious reasons for 
sympathy which we fully appreciate, but which, 
perhaps, would not suffer to decide us. What 
distinctly points out our path is the permanent 
and hereditary interests of France. 

The absolute impossibility for the Emperor’s 
government to allow a blow to be struck which 
would establish at the foot of the Alps, contrary to 
the wishes of a friendly nation, and to the vish of 
its sovereign — a state of things which would sub- 
ject the whole of Italv to a foreign influence. His 
Imperial Majesty, strictly faithful to the words 
which he pronounced when the French people re- 
called him to the throne of the chief of his dy- 
nasty, is not animated bv any personal ambition 
or desire of conquest. It is uot long since the 
Emperor gave a proof in a European crisis 
that moderation was the soul of his policy ; 
that moderation still presides over his designs, 
and while shielding the interests which Provi- 
dence has entrusted to him, his Majesty has no 
idea of separating his views from those of his al- 
lies, far from it, his Government referring to the 
incidents which have marked the negotiations of 
the preceding weeks The firm hope that the 
Government of her Britannic Majesty will contin- 
ue its perseverence in an attitude which by uni- 
ting by a moral bond, the policy of the two coun- 
tries will allow the Cabinets of Paris and London 
to give mutual explanations with reserve, and to 
combine, according to circumstances, an entente 
destined to preserve the Continent from the effects 
of a struggle which may arise at one of its ex- 
tremities. 

Russia, we are perfectly convinced, will be al 
ways ready to direct her efforts to the same 
end. As regards Prussia, the impartial, sad at 
the same time conciliatory spirit, of which she 
has given proof since the commencement of the 
crisis, is a sure guarantee of her inclination to 
neglect nothing to circumscribe the explosion. 

We sincerely hope that tha other powers which 
form the German confederation, will not allow 
themselves to be led astray by the remembrances 
of a different epoch. France can only behold 
with sorrow the excitement which has seized 
upon some States of Germany, she does not un- 
derstand bow that great country, so calm, and so 
patriotically imbued with the knowledge of its 
strength, should fancy its safety menaced by 
events, the theatre of which must remain far from 
its territory. The Emperor's Government is, 
therefore, disposed to believe, that the statesmen 
of Germany will soon admit, that it depends a 
great deal upon themselves to contribute to the 
limit, the extent, and the duration of a war, which 
France, if she has to take part in it, has, at least, 
the consciousness of not having provoked. 

I request you, sir, to point out the considera- 
tions developed in this dispatch in your next in- 
terview with M., aud to leave him a copy. The 
clear language iu which I now express myself, 
by the Emperor’s orders, aud which implies his 
Majesty’s wish to give to the other Cabinets 
every possible guarantee to bring them to a tone 
of appreciation of the situation, and to re assure 
them, inasmuch as they are concerted, as to the 
consequences, that it is difficult for me to sup- 
pose that the government of will not receive 

those explanations with a confidence equal to 
that which dictated them.

WAR NEWS IN PARIS. 

[From the Pay*, May 1.] 

All sorts of rumors are afloat, most of which 
must be received with the greatest circumspec- 
tion, Among other things, it is said that an Aus- 
trian corps (Tarmee has marched upon Novi, in 
order to cut off commuaicatiou by the railway 
between Genoa and Turin. It is sufficient to say 
that French troops are at Genoa, and they will 
know how to keep up their line of communica- 
tion. 

[From the Petrie, May l.J 

The Austrians have entered Piedmont in three 
divisions. The first body, composed of twenty 
battalions and eight batteries, had arrived at 
Gravelona, by 3 o’clock on the 29th. Their ad 
vanned posts were at Vespopotate on the 30th, at 
half past 11 in the morning. 

The second and more considerable corps mode 
its movements on the night of the 29th. It has 
penetrated as far as Cussalo, near Yigevano; 
passed the ford of Abbiate Orasao, and began the 
march from V ; gevano toward Mortar a. The third 
is moving in the North. Yesterday morning it 
disembarked at Stress and Arona, on the Lago 
Maggiore. These details are contained in two 
dispatches sent to the Government by onr Minis- 
ter at Turin, and published by the Moniteur this 
morning. 

Another private dispatch maintains that the 
Austrians have likewise occupied Pallanza, an 
important town on tbe Lago Maggiore. It is dif- 
ficult to say whether these different bodies ore or 
are not on the road to Turin. A dispatch, receiv- 
ed from that capital this morning, deolaree that 
the Austrians have occupied Nivixa, and are ad- 
vancing on Vercelli. 

They must be, without doubt, the troops com- 
posing tbe first corps. Those of the second ad- 
vancing on Mortars would take the direction of 
Cassa or Alessandria; those of the third would 
probably march on Botella and Torea, -uch at 
least arethe suppositions which would be sug- 
gested by the enemy’s movemeuts.

THE PRUSSIAN MANITBSTO. 

At the sitting of the Prussian Chamber on the 

28th nit., the following communication was mads 
by the Baron de Schleinitz, the Minister for For 

sign Affaire : 

Gentlsmrn At the moment when the Prus- 
sian Parliament is about to meet after a short re- 
spite, events are taking place, far from us. Tho 
differences between Austria on the oue hand, and 
3ardmia and France on tbe other, have now 
reached a point which leads to the fear that war 
it inevitable. 

England has made a last attempt to preserve 
peace, and all hope is not yet lost; bnt the Govern 
ment must own that such hope is very slight, al 
though under such circumstances in the ubscurity 
of tins existing state of things, the Government is 
not in a position to make a more circumstantial 
statement to the representatives of the nation, it 
nevertheless feels it a duty to say what measures 
it has thought necessary to take. 

Seeing armaments being made everywhere, tn: 
government ha9, for sometime, been occupied 
with the measures which ought to be adopted 
The hope of the maintenance of peace, which 
lately prevailed, had hitherto prevented it from 
carrying the measures into execution. Actuated 
by the sentiment that the welfare of Germany, as 
well as its own, was st stoke, it did not coofina 
itself, independently of other precautionary meas- 
ures, to placing the cerps d’ armee oa a war foot 
ing ; but it proposed to the German Diet to ca! 
out the Federal contingents, and that proposition 
has been immediately adopted. 

The Prussian Government is resolved to main 
tain the known basis, and it has not deviated from 
them in the proposition made to the Diet, which 
bears an essentially defensive character, which 
responds to the character of the con federation. 
The policy of the Government is based more upon 
the general interests of Germany than upon th: 
interests of Prussia 

The Hamburger Nachnebter gives an analysis 
of a Prussian dispatch, addressed to tbe German 
Governments.

Thc Kiver continues falling, though but slowly, 
with 3 feet 8 inches water on the falls last even- 
ing. Io the canal there were 5 feet 3 inches by 
the mark — a fall of 8 inches during the previous 
24 hours. The weather was rather cloudy, but 
dry all day, and quite warm. 

At Pittsburgh and Cincinnati the river still re- 
cedes. and low water is now the cry, and boatmen 
are wishing for the “June rise” in advance. 

The upper Mississippi and the wild Missouri are 
booming bigb, with the annual “mountain rise” 
coming down the latter, which looks threatening 
to the overflowed districts along the lower river. 

The officers of the Southerner, from Memphis, 
report the river falling all the way, with the water 
once more confined within its natural limits or 
banks, and the towns of Hickman, Columbus, 
Cairo, and others, all high and dry. 

The mud in the canal has been pretty well re- 
moved, and all the boats which were detained, 
some twenty-four, and others forty-eight hours, 
have worked their way out. 

An immense sand bar, as we have before noted, 
has formed in the channel, just below the mouth 
of the canal, extending out from Sand island. — 
This makes the channel narrow and difficult, 
with & swift current, and the boats going to or 
coming out of the canal, have to use all their 
steam to keep away from the bank. 

The Maktha Putnam Sunk— Hbavt Damage to 
Freight. — T he Martha Putnam, Capt. Jewett, 
from Cincinnati, with a heavy load of assorted 
and miscellaneous merchandize for St. Louis, 
sunk yesterday afternoon by swinging against 
tbe rock bound shore just below the canal. 
Her stern struck tbe Bbore, demolishing the 
water wheel (she is a stern wheeler), and tear- 
ing away or shattering her stern post and rudder. 
This caused her to leak, aDd in about an hour 
she sunk— first drifting past Portland, then to 
New Albany, where one of the ferry boats at- 
tempted to land her. Sbe was perfectly unman- 
ageable. and finally two ferry boats took the sink- 
ing boat in tow, and towed her over to the Ken- 
tockv snore, when 6he sunk on the bar, at West 
Loi isville, in about seven feet water. 

The boat had been detained 24 hours iu the 
canul, and after getting through it yesterday, her 
bow struck the bar at gaud island, causing her 
stem to swing round against the other shore. 
Tbe current was very swift, and she struck tbe 
rocks with great force. She had a good many 
passengers, the most of whom became excessively 
Irigbteced, and when the ferry boats came along 
side they jumped on them like a flock of sheep^ 
and no lives were lost. The boat lies nearly 
straight, bow up stream, with her stern under 
water, and her bow out. The water amidships was 
about 7 feet deep, with the bow in 5 feet water. 

Cept. Jewett entered protest here, and we un- 
derstand gave the charge of the boat to his sec- 
ond cletk The freight will probably be saved, 
though :n a damaged condition, and it is thought 
the boat can be easily raised. She is owned bv 
the Captain and others, who have not one cent of 
in-urance. The cargo is insured in Cincinnati. 
Her passengers were distributed among the other 
boats in port, including the Rochester and High 
Flyer, and the Empire City to-day expects to get 
a portion of her Height. 

L'Tsamxoat Explosions.— T he direct causes of the 
terrible steamboat explosions, which regularly 
occur every few months on the Western waters, 
have never been fully explained or understood, 
though common sense opinions lead to the inevit- 
able conclusion that tbe engineer on duty had 
become careless, and let the water get too low in 
the boilers, or that the boilers were old and defec- 
tive. Constant watching, and making owners 
responsible for all damage and loss, would obvi- 
ate the first and tbe substitution of new boilers 
for old ones wo^ld remedy the latter evil. 

Oueof tbe causes of the terrible explosions that 
occasionally occur, has been attributed to the 
pressure, or generation of electricity in the boil- 
ers when highly heated. Practical’ tests have dis- 
covered this annihilating agent in boilers, and the 
late Richard L. Lloyd, of Philadelphia, experi- 
mented with boilers, in the top of which insulated 
R.otJic rods were inserted to carry off the explo- 
sive fluid. and lie fouud it impossible to burst 
them. TLis subjrct should command the atten- 
tion of our Western boatmen. An “engineer of 
many years experience” has been furnishing the 
Nt Louis Republican with a senes of articles, in 
reference to the late disaster of the St. Nicholas. 
Subjoined are a few extracts from bis last com- 
munication, which reflect, somewhat, upon the 
inspectors, and seriously on the owners: 

The hydrostatic test is looked upon by a great many 
engineers an I others, as being more injurious, particu- 
larly to old boilers, than beneficial In determining their 
rtr«:,g,h and capacity to resist pressure; for it is con- 
sidered by tome as being a more intense and wedge-liite 
strain ihan *ouid be produced, even at the same pres- 
sure, by fluid of more elastic properties than water; 
and by others, on account of tbe great excess of pres- 
sure t .at is used by Inspectors in testing both old and 
new boilers, over that allowed by steam in the same 
boi er, 

Boi ers of four or five years old, having been in con- 
stant se over furnaces of Intense heat, particularly 
where c >al is used as tbe principal fuel, must have be- 
gun * v decay ■ parilculary on the laps or seams, from the 
action of the fir*, greatly assisted by the sediment de- 
posited in tbe boi'er, called by engineers,scale, which acts 
as a great non-conductor of heat between the water and 
that partef the boiler exposed to the action of the fire; 
and the outside sheet of the lap or seam is subjected to a 
greater heat than the kalde lap and ihe action of the 
heat and tl.e greater expansion of the outside lap In 
time, produces cracks, rnnning from the rivet to the 
end or edge of the sheet; now, those cracks must be 
growing gradually worse, and the hydrostatic te»t, 
though it may not expose them, it may, and in all 
probability, does add to their extern; but 
they caunot be detected except by leaking or 
close examination of the engineer, and he m^y find hun- 
dreds of those cracks. Now, can any man say that boil- 
ers whose bott ms are full of these cracks can be called 
sale, even immediately ater inspection and test by the 
inspecioir I have never heard of any inspector under 
the present law making close examination of the bot- 
toms of boilers, i. e ,by going under them. 

Now, suppose that an engineer of a steamboat is 
aware that her boilers are in the condition represented 
above, and the Captain, or the owners of the boat, re- 
fuse to give their consent to the making of expensive 
repairs or alterations, and he insists upon and enforces 
them by is w what would be the consequence to him ?— 
Simply that he woula have to seek another mode of ma- 
king a living; for he would be quietly spotted as an en- 
gUter CLiire^y too expensive for a steamboat.
